As a result of this demand the 
quantity available was increased this 
year under the direction of the ap- 
proyed seed committee. 

The seed is the property of the 
| growers and is only produced in co- 
operation with the approved seed 
committee. The price which the 
seed will sell for is therefore deter- 
mined by the owners. The aim of 
the seed workis to supply farmers 
with good seed at a reasonable 
price. Last year the approved. Cal- 
ora seed sold for $2.25 per hun- 
dred. The price this year will be 
in line with the market situation.

Loren Da- 
vis, assistant agronomist, and super- 
intendent of the station, and Jenkin 
Jones, senior agronomist, division of 
cereal crops and diseases of the bu- 
reau of plant industry, have written 
j the following article on the new va- 
jriety of rice: 

The Calady rice variety was devel- 
oped by selection from a cross made 
by Jenkin W. Jones in 1924 between 
Caloro,a short-grain, and Lady 
Wright, a long grain variety, at the 
Biggs Rice Field station, Biggs, 
California. The seed from the cross 
CaloroxLady Wright has been grown 
each year since 1926 in a bulk plot. 
In 1928, panicle selections were 
‘made from this bulk population. 
From these selections one strain has 
isolated and increased, which has 
been named Calady, 

Calady is a medium-grain rice. At 
maturity, the hull enclosing the 
kernel is light gold in color. The 
straw of Calady is stiffer than that 
of. Caloro, atid owing to this char- 
acteristic, the panicles, when ripe, 
are held more erect than those of 
Caloro. Calady matures at about the 
same time as Caloro. The seeds are

Calady appears to be best adapted 
|for fairly fertile soils or land that |

(yields of Calady are relatively low, 
ithe variety stooling less on poor 
\land than does Caloro. 

} In the southern rice area the me- 
|dium-grain varieties sell at slightly 
higher prices than do _ the short- 
|grain varieties. This also may be 
|true in California. While the yields 
of Calady are lower than those of | 
Caloro, the variety may fill an ap- 
parent need for rice of this type in| 
California until a higher yielding | 
medium-grain variety, adapted to 


slightly smaller and more slender 
than those of Blue Rose and are 
hard, clear, oily and attractive in 
appearance. 

Appraisal records and limited ex- 
perimental milling tests indicate 
that Calady, harvested at the proper 
time, compares favorably with Caloro 
in yield of head rice per sack. When 
cooked by boiling, the kernels of 
Calady retain their shape fairly well 
and are satisfactory in taste. 

The 3-year (1932-34) average

Biggs U. S. rice experiment sta- 
‘ itiion has developed a medium-grain 
‘rice, known as Calady, which will 
| fill the neéd of this type rice until 
ja higher yielding medium-grain va- 
riety, adapted to California condi- 
tions, can be developed. Loren Da- 
vis, assistant agronomist, and super- 
jintendent of the station, and Jenkin 
Jones, senior agronomist, division of 
cereal crops and diseases of the bu- 
reau of plant industry, have written 
| the following article on the new va- 
riety of rice: 

The Calady rice variety was devel- 
oped by selection from a cross made 
by Jenkin W. Jones in 1924 between 
Caloro,a short-grain, and Lady 
Wright, a long grain variety, at the 
Biggs Rice Field station, Biggs, 
California. The seed from the cross 
CaloroxLady Wright has been grown 
each year since 1926 in a bulk plot. 
In 1928, panicle selections were 
‘made from this bulk population. 

From these selections one strain has 
isolated and increased, which has 
been named Calady. 

Calady is a medium-grain rice. At 
maturity, the hull enclosing the 
kernel is light gold in color. The 
straw of Calady is stiffer than that 
of. Caloro, atid owing to this char- 
acteristic, the panicles, when ripe, 
are held more erect than those of 
Caloro. Calady matures at about the 
jsame time as Caloro.

Miss Eddy extends her greetings and 
gives you the following message in regard 
to the 1935 program: 

First, as to the Program of work which 
you will pick out to carry on 
tion with Home Department agents. Each 
year in one way or another it continues 
to be necessary for Home Demonstration 
work to “prove its case.” This can be 
done only by the quality, the quantity and 
the permanence of the work carried on and 
results accomplished. Quality is achieved 
only from the fundamental character of 
the program of work that the farm wom- 
en choose. It js hoped that this year 
more than ever before the choice of the 
program will be based on fundamental 
home economics that i 


in c¢ soOpera- 


s capable of being 


applied to the improvement of the farm 
home, family and community. It is highly 


essential that our programs should be pro- 


gressive and not simply repeaters. For 
our 1935 program we should give more at 
tention than ever to the analysis of the 


fundamental farm home problems and see 
that our Home Demonstration program 
of work is based on the 
to solve some of these problems. In Cali- 
fornia the Program of work has never been 
made a course of study nor a set curri- 
culum given out from the state office, as 
is the case in many other states. We have 
always felt that the work should proceed 
only as the farm women themselves ch 
the program and base it on their needs as 
seen when the program is made out. Many 
of you have already celebrated your fif- 
teenth anniversary and Imperial County 
has celebrated its sixteenth. Many of the 
same farm women are in the organization 
who began the work 15 years ago. Since 
we have now been in operation about as 
long as it takes a child to go through the 
eight grades and the high school, it would 
seem as if some of our elementary prob- 
lems should be solved, and we should be 
attacking much more permanent ones. We 
hope this continuation will entirely control 
the choice of the 1935 Home Demonstra- 
tion program of work. Thus, and only 
thus, will Home Demonstration work 
meet the test of quality, 


Second, Permanence can be achieved 
only as the work is applied to that which 
permanently endures in the country. So 
in making out this Program of work, we 
hope that consideration will 
to the housing survey 
in six counties a year 
was briefly considered in all of the coun- 
ties with a Home Demonstration Agent. 
This housing survey showed that prac- 
tically every farm house needs permanent 
improvement. We hope that this year 
in connection with the home furnishing 
and the home management programs, each 
one of the counties wil] make some sort 
of a survey in each Center for each } 
to list the improvements 
make a long-time Program for their ac- 
complishment. Thus will Home Demon- 


stration work meet the test of permanence. 


Third, Quantity of results can be 
achieved only as a greater number of farm 
homes are influenced. The rural rehabili- 
tation act is now getting under way and 
before the winter is over will probably be 
in operation in many, if not most of the 
California counties. "This calls for cooper- 
ation on the part “of every Farm Home 
Department Center, the county committee, 
and the Home Demonstration Agent. We 
hope it will be a fruitful means of ex-
